The’ institution 
was regarded: as Aan eminently 
sound and respectable corporation 
by the business people in its vicinity and was 
used a8 a depository by many of them. The 
stand keepers in Union Market deposited 
there, and all the small shop-keep- 
ers. They were of the element farthest 
from the reach of rumors that the bank was 
notin perfectly sound condition, and con- 
tinued todo business there after the other 
banks of the city had come to regard it with 
suspicion. The failure of I. B. Rosenthal 
& Co., which was precipitated by 
attachments which were said to be in favor of 
bank, set afloat rumors regarding the 
bank’s soundness, which frightened large de- 
Cashier C. C. Crecelius only a day 
or two ago vehemently denied that the 
bunk was in any trouble whatever, and as- 
serted that the Rosenthal failure would not 
squeeze the bank at all. The Rosenthal failure 
caught them for $10,000, he said, and that sum 
was secured by excellent indorsements. 
At 12:45 o’clock this afternoon the doors of 
the bank were closed. Twenty minutes later 
a bit of paper was putup onthe glass door on 
which a cilerk had written one word:

Effect of the Discovery of Dyn- 
amite Bombs in Lingg’s 
yf Cell. 
| 
Sympathy forthe Condemned An- 
archists Rapidly Dying Out. 


Gov. Oglesby Receives Namerous Threat- 
ening Letters From Anonymous 
Writers. 


How the Bombs Were Smuggled Into the 
Jail—The Infernal Machines Filled With 
the Most Powerful Dynamite—Important 
Conference Between the Mayor, Sheriff 
and Police Authorities—A Strict Watch 
Kept Upon the Prisoners—The Guard In 
and Around the Jail—Increased Precau- 


tions Taken to Prevent a Rescue—The 


Anarchists and Their Friends Despond- 
ent—Lingg Defiant—Gov. Oglesby Giving 
the Case Careful Attention—The Applica- 
tion for Executive Clemency to Be Form- 
ally Made To-Morrew. 


CHICAGO, Ul., November 7.—The ofticials of 
the Cook County Jall were very much sur- 
prised yesterday morning on discovering 
hidden away in the cell of the condemned 
Anarchist Lingg, four dynamite bombs, made 
with Sg-ineh gas pipe, about 6 inches long. 
The discovery was purely accidental, being 
inade while the officers were cleaning out the 
cells. Early yesterday morning it was decided 
to clean outthe cells and Ox them up, asa 
great deal of miscellaneous stuff had accu 
mulated in the shape of papers, boxes, old 
fruit-baskets, books,etc. The first cell looked 
over was that of Lingg. The oflicers noticed 
apeculiar look on Lingg’s face when thev 
asked himtocome out, and he seemed very 
minuch excited, but was finally quieted and 
persuaded that no harm intended. 
He was taken down to the lower tier of cells 
and tocked upinNo.ll. The turnkevs re 
turned and commenced to overhaul! his pos. 
sessions. Nothing startling was dciscovered 
until Turnkey Eagan hauled out from a pile of 
papers in a corner a box which looked 
something like a cigar-box, fastened with 
heavy brass clasps. The impres- 
sion at first was that it was an 


ordinary cigar-box, butthe weight of it cre- 
ated a suspicion that it could not be cigars. 
The box was opened and the contents exam 
ined. Various theories as to the contents 
were advanced, but suddenly, with a gasp, 
almost letting fail the box, Jailer Folz ex- 
claimed:

‘* DYNAMITE !"’ 

A brief consultation was held between Con 
rad Folz, Death Watchman Osborn and a 
couple of other officials, when it was decided 
that the matter be kept as quict as possible 
and entireiy from the knowledge of the 
condemnned men. A messenger was hurried 
off to Sheriff Matson and the bombs carefully 
carried into the Jailer's oftice. 

The cells of the other men were carefully 
inspected, but nothing further was developed, 
except thatthe fact was broughtto light that 
Enyel had made an attempt at suicide by tak- 
ing laudanum. The bottle which had con- 
tained the drug was discovered in the urinal 

with a few drops remaining. 
peel 12:30 o’ clock seemed 
sick and suffering. When confronted with the 
bottle and the accusation be strenuously de 
nied the fact, saying he had only takena 
little whisky, kEmetics were administered, 
and the man walked up and down until the ef 
fects of the polson had passed 
off.

THAT OF SUICIDE, 

as on careful examination Capt. Schaack came 
tothe conclusion that the bombs were not 
dangerous enough to injury personsin the 
next room adjoining the one where they were 
exploded. ‘The idea was that the manner 
of using them would be as unique 
as original, the man intending suicide placing 
one end of the bomb in his mouth like an or 
dinary cigar and then lighting It. liow the 
infernal machines were tutroduced into the 
cellisamystery and will be almost impos- 
sible to discover, asthe visitors have been 
numerous and comparatively little attention 
given to their behavior inside the jail. 

The bombs were probably smuggied in, one 
atatime,and siipped through the bars by

tims. 

When the discovery was generally an- 
nounced tothe public the tide of sympathy 
which had been steadily flowing tn favor of 
the Anarchistse was suddenly checked and a 
reaction followed.

ALL DYNAMITE BOMBS. 

Sheriff Matson tbis morning said that there 
was nodoubtasto the nature of the stuff 
found In Lingg's bombs; that partof the fill- 
ing had been tuken outof a couple of pipes 
and exploded and that it had been found. to 
be the strongest kind of dynamite. The am- 
nesty people have theirtables on the streets 
again this morning, but there seems to be less 
disposition on the partof the crowd to Sign 
the’petitions than on Suturday and but few 
names ure being secured, 

THE SHERIFF BUSY. 

The Sheriff was a busy man to-day. No 
sooner had he reached the office in the morn- 
ing than his office was crowded by men who 
had been waiting to see him. Some were 
anxious to learn if thestory ofthe bombs being 
found was true, and when they were assured 
that it was, they all had good advice to give 
him. Duriig the entire forenoon, groops of 
excited individuals were congregated about 
the office discussing the latest sensation, 
About 11 o'clock the Sheriff returned 
to his office for a few minutes. 

‘Can you tell who the expert isto whom the 
bombs were sent for eXulmination?’’ he was 
asked. 

‘*! donot think that it would be policy to do 
80,’ wasthe reply, as betried to brush the re- 
porter aside. The Sheriff suid finally, ‘*I might 
as welitell you that itis knownto be dynamite 
Capt. Schauck opened one of the bombs last 
night and took out a small portion of the con- 
tents. He exploded itand found it tu be very 
powerful. Av analysis is being made and I 
expect to receive the report of this to-day. 
When it is secured I will not hesitate to make 
it public.’’ 

FIGHTING DISGUST. 

After the Sheriff disappeared the military 
form of Inspector Bonfield appeared. He said 
he was disyusted and he looked it, but it was 
a fighting disgust, which showed itself plainly 
in his flashing eyes. 

‘*] am <disgusted,’’ he said, ‘‘at the 
cowardice of m:n, who, although prominent, 
have no strength of mind and who knock each 
other down in an effort to get to the front and 
Sivn petitions, through fear thattheir property 
will be lost to them in case of a hanging.’’

A regular fusilade was opened upon the ne- 
groes by the Sheriff's posse and four of them 
were shot dead. Itis asserted by the militia, 
and with considerable positiveness by some 
of them, that no militiaman fired a shot, and 
that all the killing yas done by the 
Sheriff's posse, Copt. Cade seems to 
have had a great deal of aim- 
culty in restraining his men from firing, but 
he appears to have succeeded, Besides the 
four negroes killed, one was very severely 
wounded. Two bovs also are said to have 
been hit. The Sheriff withdrew as soon as the 
firing began. After the affray the troops 
marched through the town, and many of the 
negroes retired to the woods. The number of 
shots fired is variously estimated 
at from thirty to one hundred, but 
the tiring was by no means indiscriminate. 
The four men killed were bad Churacters. 
Thetr names§ were Wash and Doiph Anderson, 
brothers; Owen Cooper, brother-in-law of the 
Andersons, and Robert Wren, @ negro saloon- 
keeper, who k lled aman a week ago withina 
few yards of the pluce where he was shot.

Scene Among German Students at One of the 
Regular “Commerce” Meetings, 


Special Correspondence of the PosT-DIspatcn. 
BONN, October 10.—1 found myself yesterday 
invited toa ‘‘commerce.’’ With a vague idea 
that ‘‘commerce’’ meant beer and tipsiness, I 
vainly did my bestto break away. The Ger- 
man student’s politeness is flerce and rigor- 
ous, and my friend informed me that I shoulda 
incur much blame should I refuse to respond 
adundantly toa single ‘‘prosit’’ (vour health). 
Whatever may be the custom inp Bonn, lam 


told thatin Berlin a guest dining with officers 
must not only submit to being toasted by 
every unliorm, but also drain his glass as 
every toast! Naturally 1 was afraid. 

The restaurant where the beer-pots were to 
circulate was much longer than wide, and its 
walis and ceilings were decked with cambrice 
banners, pasteboard escutcheons and ever- 
green garlands. Several plain iron chande- 
llers threw a good light on the two long, nar- 
row tables which, parallel with one another, 
stretched from end to end of the room. I was 
struck with the extreme narrowness of these 
tables, but soon after saw that this was forthe 
convenience of opposite toasters. These

WORSE THAN SLAVES, 
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THE VICTIMS OF DIVE-KEEPERS IN THE 
WISCONSIN FORESTS. 


Further Investigations by the Post-Dispatch 
Correspondent—Inhuman Treatment of 
Young and Inuaocent Girlse—No Action 
Taken by the Autborities—Explanation | 
of Mysterious Disappearances—Infamous | 
Scoundrels Lording It Over the Wild | 
Country. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

ASHLAND, Wis., November 7.—For years the 
press ofthe country had called attention to | 
the fact that in the forests of Wisc nsin, far | 
away from any ofthe large cities, there has — 
long been carried on an infamous traffic in 
young girls. Yet, strange to tell, officers of 
the law have seldom invaded those districts, 
and no attempt bas been made to crush outa 
System that is a disgrace to any civilized com- 
munity. Young end innocent girls etarting 
outin life to help themselves and their poor 
parents,bave been enticed away from the large 
cities to these dens of infamy; the police have 
heard of case after case of such brutality, 
and it seemed as if the stories must be 
true, and yet nothing was done to 
break up the business. The inhuman treat- 
ment of these girls has continued without 
cessation and the public, not knowing the full 
extent of these atrocities, has not risen up as 
it should and demanded the obliteration of the 
dens wheré white girls were held as sluves and 
worse than slaves. Itremained for the Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent to investigate the re- 
ports, which have from time to time,ina 
disjointed way, been sent over the country. 
That no exaggerated account of the dens and 
their inmates should be told to tie country, 
the PosT-DISPATCH representative, mindful of 
the extreme caution necessary, disguised him- 
self as a woodsmnan and went direct to the very 
heurt of the miserable districts. He went 
through

that readers of the PosT- DISPATCH might know 
the truth. The Post- DISPATCH bas found that 
hundreds of girls havd been kidnapped and 
cruelly imprisoned in these dives in the piner- 
ies of Wisconsin. They cannot escape and it 
remains for the law to assert itself and rid 
the country of such a disgrace. The Posr- 
DISPATCH hasdoneits part. The horrors of 
the dens of Marinette and Pestigo, described 
inthe previous dispatches to the PostT-D1s- 
PATCH, are Slight compared with the dreadful 
state of things that exist in the pineries of 
Central-Northern Wisconsin. At Marinette 
there is some kind of communication with the 
outside world and a vestige of civilization. In 
the great pine wilderness that lies between the 
Wisconsin Central Railroad and the northern 
boundary of the State there are none of these 
things. At Marinette the dives are notorious 
and the poor creatures confined there 
have some little hope that officers’ in 


search of them may reach that place 
some time or that they may possibly escupe. 
In the wilderness the dives are hidden far 
away inthe depths or pathless forests, miles 
froin any railread town or settlement, end no 
one except the half-savage woodsinvn who 
visitthem haveany idea of their location. 
The miserable girl who is lured away from her 
home and taken to one of these places,

guards, she would starve to death in the 
forest. The number of girls who have been car- 
ried away up heretodieis beyond compute. 
The business of supplying the house with them 
ingoiny on ailthe time, and it is known in 
this region that from wrief and frightful abuse, 
beutings, clubbings and starvation, few of the 
white slaves of this dreadful place can live 
more thana year. There may be some. ex- 
planation of the mysterious disappearances of 
young girls, which are so commonly reported 
in the West, in the steady procession that are 
being led to death in these dens.

In 
the almost total absence of law inthis part of 
the State, and of any population not in some 
way dependenton the dives and their brutal 
proprietors, the men who have got 
rich from the sufferings of women are the 
lords of the country. No one dares to 
dispute their authority. If they want to be 
elected to an office they simply reach out their 
hands and take it. Itison record that manv 
of them, with their hands stained with every 
crime, have been elected to oflice where it was 
their duty to execute the law on theinselves.

story: 

He said he was Eugene Thurston of No. 654 
DeKalb avenue, and was employed as a driver 
for Expressmun H, Perry of No, 484 Clermont 
avenuc. Hehadalarge load of packuges to 
deliver Saturday night and started from Ham- 
llton Ferry at 9 06’clock to go over his route. 
He had delivered half of his load «nd collected 
between $70 and $80, when at 12:30 o’clock, as 
he was passing the Lincoln monument to go 
to No. 832 President street, at which address 
he was to deliver a package, three men sprang 
from behind the monument and vointinga 
revolver at him ordered him to come down 
from his seat on the wagon.

There were many details in Thurston's story 
which led the police to believe that he was not 
telling the truth. The gag was asmall wad of 
paper, which might easily pave been chewed 
up by the victim had he desired to call for 
help, and the man was found in a position 
from which he could have arisen had hes : de- 
sired. Capt. Jewett closely questioned him 
about his actions during the day, and learned 
that one Frank H. Burdick had been with him 
onthe wagon during the morning. Burdick 
was found and brought tothestation. Hesaid 
he had left Thurston about noon, and had gone 
to the theater in the afternoon. He had with 
him but 256 cents, 15 of which he spent for ad- 
mission into the theater and 56 cents fora 
giass of beer. The remaining 5 cents he 
paid to ride in a horse-car to the eastern 
district. He walked to his home on Greene, 
near Reide avenue, which he reached at ll 
o’clock at night. He then Went to bed. Capt. 
Jewett continued his investigation and found 
aman who had received a package from the 
express wavon at 10 o’clock at night, and he 
identified Burdick as the man who delivered 
the package. Mrs. Burdick was also seen. She 
said her husband came home at 1] o'clock and 
gave her $l2. She then went to bed and did 
not know whether her husband went out again 
or not. Burdick was confronted with these 
facts, but he still stoutly denied any knowl- 
edge of the robbery. He said he borrowed the 
$12 from aMr.McGahey,whom he meton Broad- 
way, but he could not tell where Mr. MceGahey 
was. Then Capt. Jewett brough the two men 
together in a room and they were soon calling 
each other liars, when they disavreed in their 
statements. A 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
Thurston was being searched prior to being 
locked up onacharge of robbing kis em- 
ployer, when he asked to see the Captain. He 
was taken to the Captain's room, where he 
coufessed that he and Burdick bad conspired 
to rob his employer. Burdick, he said, met 
him at the stable Saturday morning 
and went to New York with 
biua on the wagon, He (Burdick) 
suggested the robbery and after having 
several drinks tovether Thursten consented 
tothe plan laid down by Burdick. Burdick 
met the wagon at Hamilton Ferry in the night 
and he helped Thurston deliver packages till 
about $80 had been collected. At the Lincoin 
monument Thurston allowed Burdick to bind 
and gag him and to take all his money. Both 
the men were locked up onacharge of grand 
larceny. Burdick still denies all knowledge 
of the robbery and sticks to his story as he 
first told it.

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CONVENTION ENTERTAINING. 


What the Cost of Caring for the Republicans 
and Democrats Will Be. 

There has been fn connection with the agita- 
tion looking to the securing of the two 
national political conventions some talk 
about the expense of entertaining the dele- 
gates and National Committees. The estimates 
of expense have been far in excess of the sums 
that will be needed. TheG. A. R. Encamp- 
ment attracted more people to St. Louis than 
will either of the political conventions. That 
is a foregone conclusion. 

It was known before the arrival of the G. A. 
R. Posts that the hotels would not accommo- 
date the entire number, and tents were erected 
atan average cost of $4 each to sheiter the vis- 
itors. Stunds, arches and other items of ex- 
pense arose in the Encampment which will not 
be incident to political conventions. The lat- 
ter are so full of excitement that no aids are 
needed to keep interest alive. The first large 
item of expense in the entertainment of either 
the Republican or Democratic convention 
will be the cure of the National Committee- 
men. It is usual to offer to pay the hotel bills 
of all the members of the committees while 
in the city where the convention is to 
be held. Chicago and San Francisco are, how- 
ever, active competitors this year, and intend 
to offer to pay all the expenses of committee- 
men and families from the time they leave 
home until they return—railroad fare, sleep- 
ing-car fare, hotel] bills, etc, There are forty- 
seven members of each committee. They will 
not all of them bring their families, but it is 
probable that some will bring several mem- 
bers. A gentleman who was estimating the 
possible expense allowed a wife to each com- 
mitteeman. He estimated railroad and sleep- 
ing-car fare at $40 per person, and hotel ex- 
pense foreach person (four days) $20; total, 
$5,640. The expense of hall would be 
about $1,200; printing, $500; stenographers, 
$200; carriayes, not more than $200; sundries, 
$1,000. The trip to Washington could not by 
any possibility be made to cost more than 
$2,000. The rand totalisthen shown to be 
$10,740—the estimates being in all items ex- 
tremely liberal. 

THE TWO CONVENTIONS 

need not cost the city more than $20,000, and 
of this amount one-haif is already raised and 
in the hands ofthe G. A ncainpment 
Committee as asurpius remaining from their 
fund.

A Creditor’s Neglect. 


Judge Valliant to-day rapped the knuckles 
of a creditor in a,decision rendered in the suit 
of McDonald vs. Keating, executor. The 
Courtsays: ‘*The final settlementof an ex- 


ecutor in the Probate Court hasthe full force 
and effect of a judgment of a courtof compe- 
tent jurisdiction. It can not be setaside in a 
court of equity on the ground of error. 
If, as in this case, a court of equity is asked 
to set aside a final settiement on the ground 
of fraud, the petition must show something 
more than a mere neglect of duty on the part 
of the executor. It must be shown that the 
final settlement was procured from the court 
by practising some fraud either on the court 
or on the parties to mislead them or prevent 
them from asserting their rights in court. 

‘*In addition to this the petition must also 
show that the plaintiff has not been guilty of 
any laches on bis part. If a creditor will 
quietiy sit and suffer an estate to be finally 
setticd in the Probate Court without the pay- 
ment of his allowed claim when he might have 
appeared there and protected his rights a 
court of equity will leave him to bear the con- 
sequences of his own neglect. The demur- 
rer to the petition is sustained.’’

Saxon, though less energetic—there must be 
some good reason for their persistent refusal 
for centuries to encounter rain. Of the fact 
there can be no manner of doubt. The Tient- 
sin massacre of 1870 might have been quad- 
rupled in atrocity but foratimely rain, which 
deterred the rowdies already on their way 
to the settlement. A portable shower would 
be one of the most perfect defenses a traveler 
In the hostile sections of China canld desire. 
We are confident that a steady stream 
of cold water, deiivered from a two-inch 
nozzle, would disperse the most vio- 
lent mob ever seen by a foreigner in China, in 
tive minutes of solartime. Grapeshot would 
be much less effectual, for many would step te 
gather up the spent shot, while cold water 
is something for which every Chinese, from 
the Han dynasty downward, entertains the 
same aversion gas a cat. Externally or in- 
ternally admiris¥ered, he regards It as alike 
fatal, 

The remote causes of their deep-seated an- 
tipathy to wet weather lie imbedded in the 
Chinese constitution, but the proximate 
causes, in our view, are twofold 
—the porosity of cotton cloth and 
the absolute scarcity of dirt. To our 
readers these reasons will, no doubt, appear 
inadequate, not to say frivolous; but "this, we 
believe, is because they have ‘not reflected 
profoundly on the subject. Why the Chinese 
should persist in wearing cloth shoes wedo 
not pretend to say, but wear them they cer- 
tainly do. Damp feet are not only uncom- 
fortable, they are dangerous to healt Oiled 
boots are luxuries for the few, and, in seven 
cases out of eight, he who goes abroad when 
it rains will do it in cotton cloth shoes, which 
will be ruined. He has no light sandals. He 
never washes his feet. Hence [t is easier and 
more philosophical to stay at home—whicb he 
does.

WHAT THE REAL LIFE OF A WESTERN 
PROSPECTOR 18 LIKE. 


Asa Rule, the Hardest Way to Acquire that 
Precious Metal is to Dig for It—Miners 
Not Such Great Gamblers—Difiiculties ef 
the Life—Lonely Days at Work—The 
Troubles with Claim-Jumpers. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-D1sPaTcH. 
HELENA, Mont., November. 2,—People used 
to think that the life ofa gold-hunter is a jolly 
one; that when he gets out of funds be simply 
retires to the nearest mountains, finds a gold 
or silyer mine, returns in a few days, selis the 
property foralarge sum and ‘‘biows in’’ bis 
easily-acquired wealth against a faro bank 
or loses it in trying to master the intricacies 
of draw-poker. After this he sallies forth 
as before and refills his depleted purse. The 
fact, however, is that the life of a prospector 
is not easy or pleasant, but rather one of In- 
cessapt toll, innumerable hardships and dis- 
appointments. Nor is he more given to gam- 
bling than those who are engaged In other 
callings.

Delmonico, the most 
plucky tamer of beasts, bas been exciting the 
nerves of the visitors for a long time by trifling 
ina cage witb three big forest lions. Five

‘This was repeated four times during the von 
and the five new tions were too much stunne 
by the huge, noisy crowd about them and the 
repeated visits of the tady, gentleman and do 
to think of anything else. Their astonishmen 
had not worn off,and they were still quiet when 
left alone for the night by the attendanta at 10 
o’clock. 

Shortly after midnight, however, the mena- 
gerie was filled with a frightful roaring and 
snarling, and aservant sleeping on the prem- 
ises rushed in to find the big iron cage rocking 
and the eight lions fighting furiously rolled ap 
into a huge dark ball from which the blood- 
stained fur was fiying in all directions. The 
huge beasts rolled over and over, dashing 
madly against the sides of the cage, and biting 
pieces out of each other with aferocity that 
was sickening. All the sights organized to

Attera while it became evident that there 
were two distinct sides in the battle, and the 
new arrivals were pitted at unfair odds avainst 
the lions who tad been In possession, The et- 
forts of the servant to separate them only in- 
creased their fury, and at last he rushed off 
for Delmonico, who was asleep near by in 
Edge lane.

& savage crunching of teeth to tell how the 
flesh was beingtorn. The appearance of Del- 
monico with a red-hot lron produced an effect 
and all butthe two chief combatants sto ped 
fighting and crouched sullenly down, licking 
their bloody wounds and snarling encourage- 
ment to the two leaders. 

On these in their rage hot iron was useless, 
even when applied to raw flesh. The lions re- 
sponded to the burning sensation only by tear- 
ing away at each other more flercely. 

At last Delmonico, fearing he would lose his 
two greatest actors, took a resolution which 
would probably not have occurred to any 
other man if the existence of the entire animal 
creation had been threatened. He entered the 
cage half clad as be was and shut himself in. 
He next opened a door communicating witha 
second cage and drove into it like s0 many 
sheep the six lions that had been looking on. 

Meanwhile the other lions were still fighting, 
although much weaker, Delmonico’s_at- 
tempts to separate them were useless. Shey 
paid nottbe slightest attention to him, an¢ 
although in their struggles they dashed 
ageless him, they were evidently unconscious 
of his presence. 

Before the tamer could form any plan to sep- 
arate thei the fight had ended itself. The 
biggest forest lion who had been defendin 
his bome against the five strangers, rolle 
over on his buck, growled faintly and died as 
the other seized him again by the throat. One 
of the front legs wus knawed off completely, a 
hind leg wus chewed to a pulp, all of the mune 
and most of the neck were bitten away and the 
body was covered with blood, as was the en- 
tire cage. There was not on the dead lion any 
unbitten whole piece of skin large enough to 
have made a glove. He had fought for bis 
rights just as long as he had been able to work 
his teeth and claws. 

The victorseemed at first inclined to dash 
at the tamer and at the lions in the neighbor- 
ing cage, but he chanyved his mind under 
Deilmonico’seye,and aftera weak but triumph- 
ant roar over the body of his victim he re- 
tired into a corner and moaned over bis 
wounds. Although conquerer, he was not to 
be envied. His mune wes gone @nd his body 
looked as though an eapereny wicked har- 
row had been repeatedly dragged over it. 
Blood trickled from a hundred uxly wounds, 
and there is little hope that be will live. 
Ouriously enough, not one of the lions had its 
tai] bitten offintne fray, which seems to in- 
dicate that some code of honor exists amon 
lions which prevents them from making eac 
other ridiculous, even in the deadliest combat. 

‘The other six lions will live, but they were 
80 badly bitten that only two could be patched 
up to perform to-day, and their mangled ap- 
pearance terrified Mile. Kora’s little dog out 
of all recollection of his role. The loss if the 
second lion dies will be about £400. In any 
case he will always remain a damaged lion.

was liberal with his money toward his follow- 
ers, and his bospitalities were worthy of the | 
Arabian Nights. The ingenuous English pub- 
lic was crammed with romances about the 
Sy pti under which Oudh groaned when 
Wujid Aid reigned in that kingdom; but, un 
luckily, these stories received a flat contra- 
diction when the people rose to a manto sup- 


port the cause of the luckless monarch ;and all 
sagacious Indians well know that Lord Man- 
ning’s outrageous conduct in Oudh was the 
direct cause of the mutiny, and very nearly 
lost us India altogether. The annexation of 
Oudh was an act worthy of Lord Clive and War 
ren Hastings in their very worst days. The 
King received a pension of £120,000 a year, 
and his relatives and descendants will con- 
tinue to receive allowances from the Govern- 
ment,

THE LATEST SUGGESTION IN HORSE-RACING 
RECEIVES GENERAL INDORSEMENT. 


Heavy Jockeys Who Cannot ‘“ Reduce ”’ 
Without Impairment of Their Health— 
Opinions of Experts on the Matter—The 
Desired Change Wiil Probably Be Made 
—Why Gaudaur Lost That Race— 
“Lucky” Baldwin in Town—Sporting 
News and Notes—Base Ball Clips and 
Chips.

NEw YORK, November 7.—The current {ssue 
of the Spirit of the Times has a very timely 
article on the advantage of raising the weights 
for all racers. The writer presente an amend- 
ed table for the months of May to and includ- 
ing October, in which the weight on é¢-year- 


olds for ail the season and at all distances Is | 


raised from 118 to 123 pounds, while the aver- 
age increase for horses of all ages is from five 
to eight pounds. The article Is well and ably 
written and ought to have great weight with 
the executive committees of the metropolitan 
clubs, which must be first to move In 
the matter. It is backed up by _ the 
unanimous opinion of riders like Hayward, 
McLaughlin, Garrison, Fitzpatrick, Murpny 
and Spellman, who agree that ifthey are to 
continue in the saddie something must be 
done. What Hayward says must carry some 
weight. Heis now the oldest jockey riding. 
He is aman witha family. His son rode in 
several races lastsummer. His daughter will 
be soon ofan age to think of establishing a 
home for herself, while out of the growing-up 
family thereis a ‘‘yearling’’ that takes to a 
horse like a duck to water.

I don’t complain about the 
present weights myself, because I do not 
make flesh and do not have to reduce so 
much, but it is hard on the othersand injures 
Aaman’s health. But that is not my main 
reason;I think that by raising the weivhts it 
would get rid of a lot of these little-boy 
riders. Sometimesitis not safe toridein a 
race with taem. They have no idea of dan- 
ger for themselves or any one eise. 
They only aim to get In front, and 
will ride right across you to get 
there. I have been compelled to pull my 
horse up to prevent being knocked down, and 
then the public can not seem to understand 
how itisthat a horse runs well one day and 
badly the next. But that is often the reason. 
With older men riding this would not happen, 
and races would be run true.

THE JOB COMPO>ITORS’ STRIKE. 


The Outceme Depends on the Pressmen’s 
Action—Meeting To-Morrow Night. 


The differerices between the job printers and 
their striking compositors, which it was hoped 
would be composed bythe compromise sug- 
gested by Mr. Henry J. Klein, Chairman of the 
Pressmen’s Union, still continue. The prop- 
osition made by Mr. Klein that the compos!- 
tors should return to work at their old 
wages, $18 a week, but with a _ reduction 


of hours from fifty-nine to fifty-eight per 
week, was favorably considered by the 
Typothethw, but was unanimously selected 
by the Typographical Union at ite meeting 
held yesterday. Botb sides deciare that they 
will remain firm in their position, and the 
strike seems no neareran end than when it 
first commenced. 
THE PROPOSITION DISSCUSSED. 

A PO8T-DISPATCH reporter called upon Mr. 
W. H. Woodward, of the firm of Wood- 
ward & # «Tiernan, and found 
in consultation with Messrs. 

Becker and Mr. Henry J. Klein. 

that you would correct a statement with which 
I am credited ina morning paper,’’ said Mr. 
Woodward, ‘‘I did say that I never would 
give in while grass grew and water ran, but I 
never said thatI would not take back my old 
compositors. If they apply for work I will 
give them places as far as they are at my dis- 
pcsal, but of course I] will not discharge those 
men who have come to my aid during the 
strike. Every day the typesetters stay out re- 
duces their chance of re-employment, as we 
are employing new bands daily, and will, 
under no circumstances, accede to the de- 
mand made uponus.’’ 

KLEIN EXPLAINS. 

Mr. Kiein, in answer to a question concern- 
Ing the probability of the pressmen joining 
the strike, said: ‘‘We have a meeting to- 
morrow night, when it will be decided. I 
have every reason to believe that the Chicago 
pressmen determined notto go out at their 
meeting held Saturday night. I should have 
received a telezram {if they had decided to 
strike, and as none has come am sure 
tnat no strike has been ordered. This may or 
may not have an influence on the action of our 
union, and I only give it for what it is worth. 
We pressmen do not wish to strike, as we per- 
sonally have nothing tocomplain of, and are 
very desirous of seeing all trouble settled. Il 
was greatly disappointed at the refusal of the 
compositors to accept the terms proposed by 
me, but 1 suppose it could not be helped,’’ 

THE TYPOGRAPHICAL UNION VIEW. 

Mr. R. A. Hurd of the Typographical Union 
said to a POST- DISPATCH reporter: ‘‘We have 
nothought of giving in and will fight this 
thing throngh toutheend. The Typothet@ say 
that they can get along without us, but we 
feel sure they can net. In spite of their 
protestations to the contrary we know that 
they have beer able to obtain very few type- 
setters and these few are very far from being 
skilled workmen. They are suffering great 
inconvenience at present, which will iacrease 
every day until they agree to give us 
the small advance we ask. It was our 
certainty of this thatled us to reject the 58-hour 
proposition coming through the Chairman of 
the Pressmen’s Union, We regard the press- 
men as bound tn honor as well as by their own 
interest to join us, and expect cenfidently that 
a etrike will be ordered by them Tuesday 
night. The Chicago pressmen, it is true, have 
not yet taken the action that was expected, 
but this is but a postponement, as they are 
nearly certain to come in, when the emphoyers 
will be obliged to yield, as will be the case 
here.’’ 

MR. &SKINNER’'S SAY. 

Mr. Skinner of Buxton & Skinner, when In- 
formed of the tenor of Mr. Hurd’s remarks, 
replied: ‘‘It is true we are all running a small 
force of compositors, but this is not caused by 
the difficulty of obtaining hands, but by our 
uncertainty of the action to be taken by the 
pressmen. Wedo not caretoemploya laren 
fores of compositors§ until we know 
whether or not the pressmen intend 
to strike. I hope they will decide 
this question ons way or the other 
at to-morrow's meeting, and, indeed, we 
shall insist on their coming to some definite 
decision, and letting us know what they in- 
tend to do, as an uncertain action or a post- 
ponement of consideration of the question 
will not be tolerated, and will lead the em- 
ployers to look about for men upon whom 
—T can rely with certainty. I believe they 
will pot strike from whatI can learn of the 
feeling among them. As to the Chicago strike, 
I had a conversation last night with 
Mr. H.C. Townsend of the Missouri Pacific, 
who told me that he was informed on excel- 
lent authority thatthe pressmen of that city 
would not go out. This will, I believe, have a 
decisive influence on the action of our press- 
men, and I think the strike will soon end bya 
surrender of the compositors. As tothe qual- 
ity of the new men employed, 1 can say that 
those who are In my office have done most ex- 
cellent work, and I-belleve that this has been 
the experience of ail the Typothetm.’’ 

A member of the Pressmen's Union, who 
declined to give his name, remarked to a 
PoOsST-DISPaTCH reporter: ‘*‘The Typograph- 
ical Unionists, who are now asking us to 
strike in their cause, should remember the 
treatment we received at their hands when we 
first tormed our union some four years ago. 
Every obstacle was thrown In our way, and 
we were treated in a most rude and insultin 
fashion. Our men have not forgotten this an 
it will have a most decided although un- 
avowed influence in determining our course,’’

THE MORMON CHURCH PROPERTY. 


A Receiver to Be Appointed Under Decision 
of the Supreme Court. 


BarT LAKB, Utah, November 7.—The 8u- 
preme Court Saturday unanimously decided to 
appoint a receiver for the Mormon 
Church property in excess of 
the limit fixed by Congres, in 1862.
